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Government cash boost as winter takes its toll on roads 

£260k MORE TO 
TACKLE POTHOLES

WALSALL Council has been 
given £260,000 to tackle pot¬ 
holes on the borough’s crum¬ 
bling roads after the harsh 
winter weather took its toll. 

In total an extra £3 million has been 
given to councils in the Black Coun¬ 
try and Staffordshire by the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport. 

In other areas, Staffordshire has been given 
£2.2m, Dudley £330,000, Sandwell £310,000 
and Wolverhampton £240,000. Birmingham 
was not given any money. 

The cash is on top of £75m in Government 
funding already given to councils this year, as 
well as a £46m boost for highways authorities 
announced just before Christmas. 

At that time Walsall was given £115,952 to 
help tackle some 2,200 potholes. 

Announcing the latest windfall, Trans¬ 
port Secretary Chris Grayling said: “We have 
seen an unusually prolonged spell of freezing 
weather which has caused damage to our local 
roads. We are giving councils even more fund¬ 
ing to help repair their roads so all road users 
can enjoy their journeys without having to 
dodge potholes.” 

Prevent 

Transport for the West Midlands has also 
been awarded £1.7m of funding for ‘road con¬ 
dition monitoring innovations’ to help councils 
‘more efficiently manage and plan maintenance 
works’. The idea is to help provide councils 
with data to enable them to repair potholes be¬ 
fore they materialise - helping prevent further 
potholes and other road defects occurring. 

Walsall’s Conservative group leader Mike 
Bird said: “I am grateful for the extra money 
but more needs to be done - not just in Wal¬ 
sall but across the West Midlands. The Gov¬ 
ernment has got to understand that it is not 
just the weather which has caused these issues 
but also the overuse, as the roads in the West 
Midlands are probably the most heavily used 
in the UK.” 

In Staffordshire the county council has al¬ 
ready pledged to spend an extra £5m on pot¬ 
holes and preventative treatments this year 
- on top of the £5m extra it spent last year. 

Helen Fisher, cabinet support member for 
highways and transport, said: “Good roads are 
important not only for getting us from A to B, 
but for continuing to grow a strong economy.”

AN evening of swing dancing and Frank Si¬ 
natra took people back in time to the 1940s to 
raise money for a remembrance day parade. 

Over 250 people attended the event, organ¬ 
ised by Rotary Club Darlaston, dressed in tea 
dresses and suits and danced the night away 
to songs by 1940s stars such as Billie Holiday 
and Ella Fitzgerald. 

They estimate over £600 had been raised

“People have asked us to do another in No¬ 
vember. It was nice to see young people from 
cadets come along to events like that put in 
the time and effort.” 

Volunteers from Darlaston All Active, 


who lease the town hall off Walsall Council, 
helped to organise the event while Darlaston 
Air cadets were on hand to serve rations and 
support the event. Music was performed by 
Trixie Bells. 

Walsall South MP Valerie Vaz and Deputy 
Mayor Paul Bott attended alongside the coun¬ 
cillors who established Darlaston Remembers, 
Councillors Angela Underhill, Rose Burley 
and Keith Chambers. Councillor Burley said: 
“It was a fantastic evening and thanks must 
go out to Darlaston Rotary for sponsoring it 
and organising the whole event.”

Sleeper factory 
vow by rail boss 

A NETWORK Rail boss has vowed to listen to 
‘core concerns of the community’ after resi¬ 
dents aired their anger at a public consulta¬ 
tion over plans for a railway sleeper factory. 

In the second public meeting to discuss 
plans at Bescot, there were angry scenes 
during a question and answer session when 
dozens of residents who will be most im¬ 
pacted by the proposed site grilled repre¬ 
sentatives from the company about traffic, 
dust and the site’s appearance. 

Over 40 residents attended the event 
which followed the first in January, and Net¬ 
work Rail have since altered the plans to 
change the access road, including trees and 
changing the colour of the crane. 

The original access to the site was going 
to be through Tiffany Green estate but a new 
access road will be created and the West- 
more Way entrance will only be used for 
emergency services. 

Campaigner and resident Jenny Lloyd 
said: “There is very little they can do that will 
make me happy about the factory behind 
where my children play.” 

The site for the factory, which would create 
600,000 sleepers a year, is alongside the M6 
southbound just south of Junction 9. 

Supply Chair Director at Network Rail, Rob 
Morton, said: “The key thing to reiterate for 
us today is that we are listening and trying 
to understand what the core concerns are of 
the community. We will take those away and 
build it into our plans.”

20mph limit on way 
for dozens of roads 

A SPEED limit of 20mph is poised to be im¬ 
posed on all roads in part of Great Barr after 
a series of crashes. A total of 36 people have 
been injured in crashes in the Newton ward 
in the last five years a report said. 

Council chiefs are now on the verge of 
bringing in the 20mph limit in a bid to im¬ 
prove road safety across the ward - despite 
14 objections. 

There have also been problems with ‘boy 
racers’ in the ward, according to Councillor 
Joyce Underhill. She said: “I’m just hoping 
that there will be enough enforcement of 
the 20mph limit. It’s no good bringing it in 
if there’s no-one to enforce the speed limit.”

We're not dreaming of 
a white Easter (again!) 


THE clocks may have signalled 
the beginning of British Summer 
Time but a bleak Easter week¬ 
end is forecast with snow on the 
way for some. 

The cold blast will be a stark reminder 
of five years ago, when Easter fell on the 
same weekend, and we saw a white blanket 
cover the area. 

2013 was the second coldest March in 
100 years, records showed. 

The mean temperature was 2.2C (36F) 
more than 3C colder than the long-term 
monthly average. It equalled the average 
temperature in March 1947 with only 
March 1962 colder at 1.9C (35F). 

In the Black Country temperatures 
plunged to as low as minus 12.5C (9F), and 
the snow caused Easter events across the 
county to be cancelled. 

There were postcard pictures at beauty 
spots across the area such as Cannock 
Chase, Wolverhampton’s West Park and 
the south Staffordshire countryside. 
Though high snow drifts loomed over many 
roads including those alongside Pottal Pool 
Road on the Chase. 

From late March to early April in 2013 
the country suffered a prolonged spell of 
freezing temperatures with winds bringing 
in bitterly cold air from northern Europe 
and Siberia - just as the UK has experi¬ 
enced so far this year with the ‘Beast from 
the East’. 

Up to 20cm of snow fell, especially on 
higher ground, and there was significant 
drifting caused by the strong easterly wind. 
The snow remained on the ground until 
early April. 

White Eastertides have been recorded in 
1998, 2008, and 2013. 

Though this time the Midlands looks set 
to escape the worst of the weather we can 
expect unsettled conditions, blustery and 
wet days with an unsettled bank holiday 
weekend. Meteorologist Martin Bowles 
warned: “We will get colder weather from 
Wednesday onwards, continuing over the 
Easter weekend.”

Trusted teen 
stole £33,000 
as treasury 
clerk at firm 

A TEENAGER who systematically stole 
over £30,000 in less than four months 
from the family-run firm who gave him 
a ‘great start in life,’ has been spared 
custody. 

Todd Brindle was taken on as an ap¬ 
prentice in the credit control depart¬ 
ment of A.F. Blakemore & Son Ltd in 
Willenhall in August 2015. 

The 19-year-old became a treasury 
clerk with responsibility for ordering 
petty cash for other departments. De¬ 
tails of each transaction were meant to 
be supported by a document approved by 
two signatories and entered into a ledger 
but an audit last year discovered the 
books did not balance, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. Brindle was asked 
to make inquiries into the discrepancy 
and days later admitted to a boss that he 
had stolen the money. 

The defendant was sacked and asked 
to repay as much of the cash as possible. 
He quickly transferred £600 to the com¬ 
pany but then rang to say he would not 
be making any further repayment. 

A full scale investigation later dis¬ 
closed Brindle pocketed £33,344 from 31 
false petty cash transactions. 

Brindle claimed to have squandered 
the cash gambling and taking drugs, the 
court was told. Brindle, from Wood End 
Road, Wednesfield and now working as 
a driver’s mate, admitted fraud by abuse 
of position and was given 16 months 
custody suspended for two years with a 
three month curfew and 180 hours un¬ 
paid work. 

Jobseekers get 
transport boost 

WEST Midlands Trains will give job¬ 
seekers a helping hand by offering free 
travel on all its London Northwestern 
and West Midlands Railway services. 

The scheme, due to be introduced by 
the end of the year, will provide sup¬ 
port for university graduates and those 
who have been unemployed for over six 
months. 

Under the initiative, university gradu¬ 
ates or anyone graduating from a higher 
education equivalent course will be able 
to claim six free standard return tickets 
on West Midlands Trains services for 
travel to and from interviews.

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Burglar is 
jailed for 
power tools 
break-in 

A BURGLAR who was part of a gang 
that stole power tools from a house af¬ 
ter checking the property was empty 
has been jailed for almost two years. 

Robert Pugh, aged 30, called at the 
three-bedroom house in Willenhall 
Road, Wolverhampton, on July 27 last 
year accompanied by a girl and tried 
the front door, a court heard. 

A neighbour saw the pair return 
with a third person and try the door 
again but they left and the neighbour 
did not phone the police, said Mr 
Geoffrey Dann, prosecuting. However 
the three had gone round to the rear 
of the property and climbed a fence 
into the back garden. CCTV footage 
showed two of the gang, although not 
Pugh, force the garage door and steal 
around £1,000 of items. 

They also tried to steal a petrol 
mower but it was found abandoned, 
hanging from a tree, Mr Dann told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court. When 
the householder returned at 9pm, she 
was ‘upset and angry’ to find the ga¬ 
rage had been raided. 

Defending, Mr David lies said Pugh 
admitted being involved but claimed 
to have left the scene before the other 
two forced the garage door. 

Pugh, of Wellington Road, Bilston, 
pleaded guilty to burglary and was 
jailed for 93 weeks. His accomplice, 
who was seen trying the front door 
with him, was under 18 and had been 
dealt with in the youth court. 

£4.4m left for 
heart research 

PEOPLE in the West Midlands left 
more than £4.4 million in their wills 
last year to help fund life-saving heart 
research in the region. 

The figure has come from the Brit¬ 
ish Heart Foundation (BHF) which 
says that more than a quarter of all 
cardiovascular research in the UK is 
funded by those who have remem¬ 
bered the BHF with bequests. 

Partly thanks to new treatments 
discovered by the research, the death 
rate for heart and circulatory disease 
in the UK has more than halved over 
the last 50 years, with significant re¬ 
ductions in the West Midlands.

Police chief pledge 



NO police station will close in the 
West Midlands unless a suitable alter¬ 
native is available, the region’s top of¬ 
ficer has vowed. Chief Constable Dave 
Thompson has mounted a staunch 
defence of his decision to close 24 
stations across the region, including 
eight in the Black Country. 

The controversial move, which was 
signed off by Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner David Jamieson has been 
blasted by critics. 

But Mr Thompson has insisted that 
neighbourhood policing teams will re¬ 
main in the communities they serve.

He said that no buildings would 
close until public engagement had 
taken place, and the force had identi¬ 
fied suitable alternative sites. 

“A high number of the poor build¬ 
ings we intend to dispose of are small 
neighbourhood stations and this has 
caused a lot of concern,” he said. 
“Quite rightly, we want neighbour¬ 
hood teams in their communities. 
This is why a large part of the estate 
plan is to look at re-provision of the 
neighbourhood buildings.” 

Mr Thompson said the future strat¬ 
egy for the force’s buildings had been 


driven by the need to scrap buildings 
that were in poor condition, as well as 
financial implications. “The need is 
for buildings that suit modern polic¬ 
ing. The force is and will be investing 
heavily in technology which will cre¬ 
ate a more mobile organisation.” 

Under the plans, Bilston’s Prouds 
Lane station will close this sum¬ 
mer. Sedgley station in Vicar Street 
will close the following year while 
Oldbury, Wednesfield, Aldridge and 
Tipton will close in 2020. Smethwick 
will close in 2021 and Wednesbury in 
2022. 


Man dies after crash 
despite medics' efforts 


A MAN has died after a crash at a 
busy junction in Walsall. 

Paramedics battled to revive the driver 
at the scene - a man in his late 50s - after 
he was said to be in cardiac arrest. 

He was taken to Queen Elizabeth Hospital in 
Birmingham where he died on Monday. 

A flurry of 999 calls were made after the in¬ 
cident on Sunday, involving two cars near the 
junction of Wednesbury Road and Corporation 
Street in Caldmore on Sunday at 9.45pm. 

A wall was destroyed in the crash and was 
partly cordoned off following the crash. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service spokes¬ 
woman, Claire Brown, said: “While treating 
the man, he deteriorated further and suffered a 
cardiac arrest. The team worked quickly to pro¬ 
vide advanced life support to the man and they 
successfully managed to restart his heart.” 

However West Midlands Police confirmed 
that the man died at hospital on Monday morn¬ 
ing. The driver of a second car, a woman aged 
in her 40s, suffered minor arm, back and ab¬ 
dominal injuries. 

Fatality 

She was taken to Walsall Manor Hospital for 
further assessment and treatment. A relative 
of the victim said that he lived near the scene 
of the crash, adding: “We are in shock. He was 
a guy who would never hurt anyone.” 

Kawsar Miah, who owns the house where the 
wall was knocked down and lives a few doors 
down, said: “I instantly thought it must be a 
fatality.” 

Sapna Begum, who lives in Wednesbury 
Road, said: “I immediately just thought some¬ 
thing really, really bad has happened. I have 
never seen or heard anything like it - we were 
shaken by it. The ambulance crews and police 
blocked the whole road off. The fire brigade 
was here too. Everything was covered in bricks. 
They could not get him out, he was stuck and 
the car was damaged. They cut the car open. 
There was debris all over the road.” 

A police spokeswoman said the circum¬ 
stances surrounding the crash were being in¬ 
vestigated. Anyone with information can call 
police on 101, quoting log 2522 of March 25.

The Bradford Place 
building, which overlooks the town 
Cenotaph, is a three-storey Victorian 
premises, built in 1888.

Landlords put off 
by stamp fee bid 

THE change in stamp duty has put 
the majority of landlords off investing 
in further rental property, according 
to the Residential Landlords Associ¬ 
ation. 

It says the additional three per cent 
on buy-to-let homes has seen 69 per 
cent of landlords deterred from fresh 
investment. 

Jonathon Ivory, managing director 
of Atlas Residential, said: “Just as the 
UK needs more rental homes than 
ever before, the stamp duty change 
has significantly dented investors’ in¬ 
terest in providing those homes. 

“Thankfully, the build-to-rent sec¬ 
tor is growing rapidly.” 

Redraw urges pay 
hike for trainees 

HOUSEBUILDER Redrow in the 
Midlands is calling for higher wages 
for apprentices and a complete re¬ 
think in the way they are taught Eng¬ 
lish and maths. 

The firm wants increased apprentice 
pay rates, saying that low wages are 
putting young people off schemes. In 
addition, Redrow’s new report Build¬ 
ing Better Apprenticeships found that 
one in 10 parents in the Midlands say 
loss of family benefits when their child 
starts is a problem. 

Also, maths and English tuition as 
part of an apprenticeship is “not fit for 
purpose” says Redrow, and is too theo¬ 
retical according to education experts. 

Cheers! As firms 
brew up bronze 

BREWERIES in Brownhills, Bewd- 
ley and Stone took bronze medals at 
an awards. Judging took place at the 
Beer X event in Liverpool. 

Backyard Brewhouse, Brownhills, 
was third in the cask premium bitter 
and pale ale category with its 4.45 
per cent Gold. Bewdley Brewery took 
bronze with 3.6 per cent Worcester¬ 
shire Way in the keg category and 
Stone’s Lymestone Brewery did the 
same with Cherry Stone, a 5.2 per 
cent beer, in the small pack section. 

Call first, message 
to people with bugs 

THE West Midlands branch of Public 
Health England is urging people to 
support their local NHS by calling be¬ 
fore visiting health services if they are 
ill with a stomach bug. 

The request comes after signifi¬ 
cantly higher levels of stomach bugs, 
including norovirus, have been re¬ 
corded in the region. Dr Helen Carter 
said: “People feeling unwell can call 
their GP or NHS111 for advice.” 


Potholes cause drivers £l00m damage 


DAMAGE caused by potholes has cost 
drivers in the West Midlands more 
than £100 million this past year, with 
recent cold weather only making the 
problem worse. 

Only drivers in London and the 
South West had to fork out more than 
those in the West Midlands, with Lon¬ 
don being hit the hardest with a dam¬ 
age cost of about £170m. 

Drivers in Wales only had to pay 
about £25m, the lowest out of all 11 
UK regions studied. 

A study led by vehicle repair com¬ 


pany Kwik Fit found that during the 
last year, potholes had caused damage 
to vehicles costing a total of £915 mil¬ 
lion to repair across the nation. 

This is an increase of 34 per cent on 
the figure of £684m two years ago. 

Impacts 

Communications director at Kwik 
Fit Roger Griggs said the poor condi¬ 
tion of the roads was hitting motor¬ 
ists’ wallets ever harder. 

He said: “Unfortunately, experience 
of past years has shown us that the re¬ 


cent cold weather will only make the 
problem worse and we are likely to see 
even more drivers suffering serious 
damage from impacts with potholes. 

“It’s important to note that while 
sometimes a pothole will cause a blow 
out to a tyre, in many cases the dam¬ 
age is not immediately obvious. 

“Often a pothole can cause a slow 
puncture, bulge on the inside tyre 
wall or hairline crack in the wheel rim 
which only becomes evident days after 
the impact.” 

About 70 per cent of drivers said 


they had hit at least one pothole a 
week during the last 12 months, with 
a quarter hitting one every single day. 
Drivers give a combination of factors 
as the reasons for hitting potholes. 

A total of 88 per cent gave the rea¬ 
son as road or weather conditions, 
such as the pothole being hidden by a 
puddle or it being too dark to spot, but 
many also said they had to make a de¬ 
liberate decision to hit the pothole as 
avoiding it would have compromised 
their own safety, and that of other 
road users. 


Taking the Poppy Road

A TOWN is hoping to create a 
‘Poppy Road’ to mark the end 
of the First World War. 

Aldridge residents want to adorn 
Station Road with 10,000 poppies 
and silhouettes of soldiers to com¬ 
memorate the 40 men who lived on 
the road and fought in the Great 
War. 

The poppies and silhouettes will be 
on display from November 1 to 11. 
Aldridge Great War Project, Aldridge 
Local History Society and residents of 
Station Road, are working with other 
local groups, businesses and schools for 
the project. 

Residents and different groups have 
been busy making poppies since October 
and one knitter, Jan Headland, aged 73, 
has made more than 250. She estimates 
each of the flowers take an hour to knit 
and she makes around five a day. 

History 

She said: “I will sit there and knit 
while I watch the telly. I have been knit¬ 
ting all my life so I do not have to look 
while I knit. The only time I put it down 
is when the football is on. 

“It is important because people forget 
too easily. We have schools taking part 
so it will bring history alive for the chil¬ 
dren. The project is based around these 
men who lived in Aldridge and worked 
in Aldridge. 

“I always felt history was dry when I 
was at school but it was only when I left 
that I started to read and I realised these 
are real lives.” It is the first year this has 
been attempted and it comes as this year 
marks the centenary of the end of the 
First world War. 

There is a call for poppies to be knit¬ 
ted or crocheted and completed ones 
can then be handed into Aldridge Li¬ 
brary in Rookery Lane or Lynda’s Pets 


and Plants on Walsall Wood Road. 
Sue Satterthwaite, chairman of the 
Aldridge Great War Project, said: 
“Station Road, more than any other 
road in Aldridge, represents the part 
that local people played in the First 
World War. 

Not only did 40 men from the road 
serve, but it was from the railway sta¬ 
tion that many more travelled to and 
from war. Also of course it was from 
the station that patients arrived to be 


treated at our two military hospitals 
in Aldridge. “For all of these reasons, 
there could be no more fitting place 
to commemorate the end of the war 
than in Station Road. 

“100 years on local people have 
an opportunity to play their part in 
the commemorations of this terrible 
war, to make Poppy Road a fitting 
tribute.” 

The first Poppy Knit Saturday will 
take place on April 7th from 10am 


until 12pm at Aldridge Methodist 
Church .A demonstration on how 
to make poppies from plastic bottles 
will be held on on the same day at 
Aldridge Library.

Business 
praised for 
'exciting' 
progress 

“IT’S been a very exciting year for the 
Black Country” - and things are only 
going to get better. 

These were the words of the Black 
Country LEP chairman Stewart Towe 
as he addressed more than 100 busi¬ 
ness professionals at the group’s an¬ 
nual general meeting. 

Running through highlights from 
the year, he praised the LEP for 
breaking their record of number of 
new businesses started since 2004, 
with 37,490 firms launched - a jump 
of 2,500 from last year. He also men¬ 
tioned the upcoming Commonwealth 
Games to be held in Birmingham in 
2022, which would significantly boost 
tourism in the area, and the new 
Aquatic Centre in Smethwick. 

Mr Towe said: “The number of 
jobs in the Black Country is also at 
446,500 - a growth of 14,000 since 
2012. Black Country LEP is also in 
second place after London for number 
of new businesses to reach £1 million 
turnover from 2010 to 2016. 

“It’s all been very exciting. Our 
growth rates are outstripping na¬ 
tional averages.” 

More good news from the region 
included wages being up across the 
Black Country and the number of peo¬ 
ple claiming key out of work benefits 
was found to be at its lowest level for 
more than a decade. 

There has been a significant in¬ 
crease in advanced and higher-level 
apprenticeships in the Black Country 
too, and more than 2,500 new homes 
were built in 2017 across the region, 
meaning the area now has 490,370 
homes to accommodate 1.18m resi¬ 
dents, a population which is expected 
to grow. 

Patients asked for

PATIENTS are being asked to help 
develop options for the future of some 
cancer services in Sandwell and West 
Birmingham. An event in West Bro¬ 
mwich next week will be the first of a 
series of listening activities designed 
to ensure patient views influence the 
cancer review that is underway. 

At the event, patients will be in¬ 
vited to give their feedback on their 
current experiences of services, sug¬ 
gestions on how the services could be 
run differently, as well as to outline 
what is important to them and what 
the priorities should be for selecting 
the potential options. 

Services affected by the Cancer Re¬ 
view include solid tumour oncology 
services for lung, gastroenterology, 
colorectal, breast and gynaecological 
cancers. 
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Water firm 
raises cash 
for school 
and charity 

A WATER firm has raised more than 
£62,000 for charity - and is support¬ 
ing a local special needs school with a 
£1,000 donation. 

South Staffs Water made the an¬ 
nouncement to coincide with world 
water day, which was held on March 
22 to raise awareness of water-related 
issues. The initiative was started 
by charity WaterAid, which aims to 
transform millions of lives by provid¬ 
ing clean water. 

Among the fundraising activities so 
far has been a charity ball which took 
place in January and helped raise the 
majority of the total to date. 

Phil Newland of South Staffs Water 
said: “Although the challenges faced 
by our local community are very dif¬ 
ferent to the communities WaterAid 
works with there is one fundamental 
similarity - the need for clean, safe 
water. We are honoured to be able 
to provide this to our customers and 
work with them on wider projects 
to enhance their lives. He added: “It 
is also deeply gratifying to have the 
opportunity to raise funds for water 
projects in less developed countries.” 

The company has also contributed 
£1000 to pay for 10 pupils from Castle 
Business and Enterprise College in 
Walsall to participate in a residential 
visit to Beaudesert Park in Rugeley. 

The students will spend two nights 
away from home taking part in a 
number of outdoor sport and team 
building activities. 

Aimee Hissey from the school said: 
“We are very grateful to South Staffs 
Water for its contribution towards our 
students’ visit to Beaudesert Park. 

“The trip not only opens their 
eyes to new outdoor experiences, but 
also allows them to develop stronger 
friendships, teambuilding and social 
skills and resilience. For some it is 
their first time away from home.” 

MP hits out at 
closures plan 

AN MP has accused the region’s Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner of ‘rub¬ 
ber-stamping’ police station closures 
without proper consultation. 

Wendy Morton said the decision 
had been made to close Aldridge Po¬ 
lice Station ‘without any regards for 
public opinion’. The station is one 
of 24 across the West Midlands that 
have been earmarked for closure in a 
cost-cutting measure. 

The Conservative MP for 
Aldridge-Brownhills said the plans 
had been ‘shrouded in secrecy from 
the start’ and accused PCC David 
Jamieson of having ‘the wrong pri¬ 
orities’ for the area. “The decision to 
close Aldridge Police Station has been 
made with scant regard for the views 
of the general public,” she said. 


Park strives for prestigious Green Flag

A PARK team is appealing for help 
from the public to win a prestigious 
Green Flag award. 

After Darlaston’s Kings Hill Park 
was rated as one of the best in the 
borough as part of an independent as¬ 
sessment, Friends of Darlaston South 
Parks are aiming for the prestigious 
internationally-recognised award 
which would make it the sixth park to 
be awarded a Green Flag in Walsall. 

Healthy walks and a programme of 
gym sessions have been planned for 
spring and summer in order to strive 
towards earning the award. 


The group is also calling for volun¬ 
teers to join and have asked for local 
residents, community groups and 
organisations to get in touch to help 
shape the activities held there and 
pitch their ideas on how to make the 
park a better place to visit. 

Councillor Paul Bott, chairman of 
Friends of Darlaston South Parks, 
said: “We would like to hear from 
local residents and regular visitors to 
the park. We are planning a series of 
meetings where people can come to¬ 
gether to help shape the future.” 

The group received more than a 


quarter of a million pounds of fund¬ 
ing granted in 2012 which has gone 
towards improving fences, frontage, 
general refurbishment and a public 
art feature. Members have recently 
purchased two British Oaks to com¬ 
memorate the centenary of the end of 
World War One and the first will be 
planted in the coming weeks.

Housing estate plans 
at eyesore land backed 


PLANS for more than 260 homes at 
a former industrial site in Bloxwich 
blighted by anti-social behaviour 
have been given the green light by 
council chiefs. 

Outline proposals for the 263 new 
homes on the old Elkington brass works 
and Cerro EMS factory in Goscote Lane 
have been recommended for approval. 

The site has lain derelict for nearly a decade 
and has ‘fallen into disrepair’, according to the 
developers. 

Prior to the council planning meeting held 
last Thursday, Blakenall ward councillor Ann 
Young welcomed the plans, saying they would 
inject life into a vacant site and help meet the 
borough’s housing need. 

Councillor Young told the Express & Star: 
“There has been anti-social behaviour and fly¬ 
tipping there, and it looks like an eyesore. Of 
course it’s also in our regeneration belt so ties 
in nicely with work that has already been done. 

“I just hope there is enough affordable homes 
for local people. 

Design 

“But it will be very welcome - anything that 
improves that site given what residents have 
had to put up with will be a bonus.” 

As part of the plans there will also be three 
new points of access, and main estate roads 
built for the site. 

A design statement submitted by devel¬ 
opers St Francis Group and the Homes and 
Communities Agency says: “The regeneration 
of brownfield land formerly occupied by the 
Cerro EMS and Elkington Works presents the 
opportunity to comprehensively redevelop this 
long-standing redundant industrial site to cre¬ 
ate a new residential development. 

“The underlying strategy is to regenerate 
Goscote Works to help transform the area and 
create a high quality environment which is fully 
integrated within the existing urban structure 
and meets the needs of modern living. 

“The site has the opportunity to provide a 
range of new housing, identified as a strategic 
priority for Walsall Council and WHG.”

Busy road to be 
one-way traffic 

A MAIN road will become one-way for 
a month during a major roadworks 
scheme in Streetly. 

Traffic will only run north along the 
stretch of Thornhill Road between the 
junctions of Chester Road and Hard¬ 
wick Road between April 3 and April 
29. Drivers have been warned to ex¬ 
pect major disruption as restrictions 
will be in place for 24 hours a day. 

Comex will be carrying out work on 
to install a telecomms duct on behalf 
of Virgin Media along the route which 
passes Sutton Park. Traffic regularly 
backs up at the busy island on Thorn¬ 
hill Road at peak times where it joins 
the Chester Road roundabout. 

UKIP call to keep 
work in Britain 

UKIP has urged the Government to 
slash the foreign aid budget instead of 
allowing British passports to be made 
overseas. 

West Midlands MEP Jill Seymour 
said ministers should be ‘backing Brit¬ 
ish business’ by giving the contract for 
the new blue passports to a UK firm. 

Mrs Seymour said: “These new blue 
passports are a symbol of Britain seiz¬ 
ing back control from the European 
Union. As a result, the UK should be 
ensuring that they are made in Brit¬ 
ain, by British companies, supporting 
British jobs.”

Curtain up 
on many 
more years 
of misery 

WALKING through Dudley at the week¬ 
end, doing the weekly search for the 
shops, it struck me. Wandering between 
Dudley College Evolve, Dudley College 
Aspire, Dudley College Broadway Cam¬ 
pus, and Dudley College Sixth, I realised: 
what this town really needs is another 
college campus. 

Actually, that’s not strictly true. In that 
it’s not true at all. But it does seem to be 
the thought process of the leader of Dud¬ 
ley Council, who a few weeks ago spoke 
of “some exciting plans” for the town’s 
disused Hippodrome theatre. 

The exciting plans, it turns out, involve 
asking Dudley College if it would like to 
knock down the Hippodrome and build a 
college building on the site, ending “years 
of misery”. Which is interesting, because 
when the council bought the theatre eight 
years ago, it said it was part of a compre¬ 
hensive regeneration scheme to “create 
a leisure and tourism hub”. Nothing was 
said about “years of misery.” 

Seriously, though, what would actu¬ 
ally be less exciting than another col¬ 
lege building in the town? A national 
paint-drying exhibition? An audience with 
Karren Brady? A couple of hours listening 
to Wolves supporters droning on about 
their Champions League ambitions? 

Councillor Patrick Harley says the 
college has been at the forefront of the 
town’s regeneration, and it has spent 
a lot of money on new buildings, many 
of them very nice. But does filling prime 
development sites with buildings most of 
us will never set foot in really constitute 
“regeneration”? Yes it will bring students 
into town, which is great for Greggs and 
Costa. But students, by definition, tend to 
have low disposable incomes. A strange 
way of reviving a struggling high street. 

Now, I’m sorry if I keep banging on 
about this, and perhaps it is time to take 
up stamp collecting or something. But it 
is hard to think how successive councils, 
of both colours, could have handled this 
worse. 

First, the “years of misery” were 
brought on entirely by the council using 
taxpayers’ money to buy a building it had 
no real plans for. Then it misjudged the 
public mood, assuming it could be quietly 
demolished without fuss. It then attempt¬ 
ed to quell the inevitable backlash with a 
string of uninspiring plans. And when a 
private company wanted to invest £8 mil¬ 
lion in the theatre, it dithered about car 
parking. Now the council has run out of 
patience. 

Realistically, we can’t expect councils 
to pour millions into renovating old the¬ 
atres. But if this is the best it can come 
up with, then I suspect there will be many 
more years of misery to come.

IF tennis throws up pay anomalies, God help 
us if the equality police get to work on Glaston¬ 
bury. I strongly suspect that performers at mu¬ 
sic festivals are paid not by gender, age or race 
but solely on the basis of their market value. 

AND while we’re at it, has anyone noticed that 
the winner in Olympic sports gets a gold medal 
but the runner-up only gets silver and number 
three gets bronze? How long can this scandal 
go on? 

I WAS rather hoping the Cambridge Analytica 
data scandal was going to fade away before I 
had to pretend I understood it. 

BUT basically it’s about the harvesting, sell¬ 
ing and misuse of billions of items of personal 
information about millions of Facebook users. 
Yet surely it only qualifies as a genuine scandal 
if those people are scandalised. Are they? 

IF you remember the Cold War and George 
Orwell’s novel Nineteen Eighty-four, you belong 
to a generation which grew up cherishing pri¬ 
vacy and living in fear of Big Brother. But to-

day millions of people seem not only willing but 
eager to blab every detail of their own lives on 
social media. Secrets tortured out of Winston 
Smith in Room 101 are today freely volunteered. 
Some folk seem perfectly relaxed about their in¬ 
formation being bought and sold, so long as it 
gets them a fleeting moment of fame or makes 
buying things on eBay a nano-second quicker. 
Middle-aged liberal hacks and crusty politicians 
may queue up to express outrage at this cy¬ 
ber-scandal but how many kids give a damn? 

A TIME Lord has become a non-person. 
There is clearly no love lost between Christo¬ 
pher Eccleston and the BBC whom he accuses 
of putting him on a blacklist after he left Doctor 
Who. Starring as Macbeth at Stratford (and do¬ 
ing a brilliant job), the actor’s attitude to Auntie 
Beeb is seen in the production’s programme 
where artists list the film, theatre and TV work of 
which they are most proud. Eccleston’s lengthy 
CV does not even mention Doctor Who. 

A GUICK-build bridge collapsed in Florida, 
killing six people. Councils all over the States 
are waiting to find out why. As one official in 
Wisconsin put it: “We want to ... . see if any of 
the lessons learned would be applicable here.” 
Bridges have been with us since the first cave¬ 
man laid a tree across a stream a million years 
ago. The problem is not discovering new les¬ 
sons. It’s remembering old ones. 

YEARS from now historians will wonder how a 


British foreign secretary made the quantum leap 
from a few traces of nerve agent in Salisbury to 
personally blaming the Russian president. And 
then they will examine the footage more close¬ 
ly and notice that Boris Johnson was speaking 
at the Battle of Britain Bunker museum in Ux¬ 
bridge, standing right in front of the most iconic 
warplane of all time. Boris may have been suf¬ 
fering from a sudden case of Biggies Syndrome, 
an irrational stirring of the blood caused by 
close exposure to a Supermarine Spitfire. 

BIGGLES Syndrome can be serious. At about 
the same time as Boris was going off-script, I 
watched a 1944 DC-3 Dakota transport plane 
fly over in black-and-white D-Day livery. I had a 
sudden impulse to invade Normandy. 

NEVER let it be said that, when it comes to 
punishing the ungodly, readers lack inven¬ 
tiveness. After a court report on a particularly 
unpleasant attack on two pensioners, here’s 
one online suggestion of what to do with the 
defendant: “He should have all of his skin re¬ 
moved with acid and a sanding machine, every 
bone broken with a sledgehammer, every joint 
destroyed with a power drill, every append¬ 
age amputated with garden shears. Only then 
should he be put out of his misery, by being fed 
to a swarm of rats.” Put him out of his misery?

Firms can 
do more to 
build their 
reputation 

REGULAR Talking Point readers may re¬ 
call I previously mentioned a parking fine 
I received for overstaying my welcome. I 
suggested common sense would hope¬ 
fully prevail and that the fine may be 
waived on appeal. It wasn’t. So, accept 
it, move on, live and learn. 

Now another parking matter has led me 
to think about big firms, how they treat 
their customers and how word of mouth 
can enhance - or ruin - a reputation. 

My issue this time relates to a car park 
in Wolverhampton. A number of us travel 
in together and use a particular car park 
near the city centre, which is reasonably 
priced at just £2.40 per day. To obtain a 
ticket, the last three letters of the car’s 
registration must be inputted. 

Fair enough, I suppose, as it prevents 
a driver leaving the car park from passing 
on to another just arriving. 

We know its aim is to make a profit. 
However, it is not so easy for customers 
to get any money back. 

One morning, after paying our fee, we 
realised only the last two letters of the 
registration had been keyed in. So, fear¬ 
ing this would be noted and action taken, 
we bought another ticket. This time with 
the correct three letters. 

I rang the company to explain this and 
was told that if I emailed a brief descrip¬ 
tion with pictures of the tickets the mon¬ 
ey would be reimbursed. An automated 
email came back, to say the would be 
responded to as soon as possible. 

A week later, having still not heard an¬ 
ything back, I rang them. “The emails are 
usually picked up after seven days so 
contact us again in a week if you’ve heard 
nothing,” I was politely told. 

It was three weeks later before I got in 
touch again. Guess what? There was no 
record of my email ever being received.

Another 
automated reply, which probably means 
another seven days before it is even 
looked at. 

And all this for just £2.40. Is it worth it? 
Well, yes it is. It’s my money. How many 
others, for the sake of a paltry sum would 
think it’s not worth the hassle? How many 
extra £2.40s is that for the company? 

I could refuse to use the car park, or 
others owned by the firm, and tell oth¬ 
ers to do the same, reducing its income. 
There are alternative options after all. 

It’s in this way that reputations can be 
built or tarnished. Such actions discour¬ 
age clients, not attract them - and I be¬ 
lieve they should be brought to account. 

They make enough money as it is with¬ 
out holding on to my £2.40 as well.

Appeal as 
couple are 
targeted in 

£l5k fraud 

AN elderly couple have been scammed out of 
more than £15,000. Police are appealing af¬ 
ter the victims, from Great Wyrley, received a 
call from a man claiming to be an officer with 
the fraud squad based in London. 

He told them he was calling because there had 
been some unusual activity using their bank card. 


Over the next few days 
they were called several 
times and were eventually 
persuaded to withdraw 
£15,500 from two bank ac¬ 
counts on the pretext of 
helping police trace the 
fraudsters. 

They were instructed to 
place the cash in an enve¬ 
lope, which was collected 
by a “courier” using a given 
password on March 13. 

The man who collected 
the money was described 
as Asian, aged between 30 
and 35, about 5ft lOins tall 
and wearing a sweater and 
trousers. 

Detective Inspector Rob¬ 
ert Harvmann of Stafford¬ 
shire Police, said: “These 
callous fraudsters tend to 
prey on the elderly and pre¬ 
tend to be police officers to 
gain their victims’ trust.

Former Worcestershire Poet Lau¬ 
reate Heather, who lives in Cookley 
near Kidderminster but was born in 
the Black Country, has been touring 
her own poetry and songs with Alarum 
Theatre since April 2016. 

“The women whose stories we tell 
don’t get the recognition they deserve. 
Most people have never heard of them. 
They didn’t have a proper name; they 
were just called ‘trainees’, even after 
they’d passed their training. 

“The nickname ‘Idle Women’ came

after the war, and my half of the show 
explains where that came from. 

“By quoting from first-hand ac¬ 
counts of the trainees themselves, we 
bring to life what the women went 
through when they left behind their 
ordinary middle-class lives in favour of 
long hours, hard labour and having to 
spend a lot of time in close proximity 
to other women in very cramped and 
challenging conditions.” 

“Kate and I met by chance on Twit¬ 
ter. 

“Kate lives on a narrow boat and I 
live in a house very close to the Staffs 


& Worcs Canal. My family had a boat 
from when I was very young, so you 
could say that canals are in my DNA,” 
said Heather. 

Performances will take place on May 
2 at The Boathouse in Rushall, on May 
4 at Longwood Boat Club in Walsall, 
on May 8 at The Fingerpost in Pelsall, 
on May 9 at Yates Sport and Social 
Club in Pelsall and on May 12 on Calf 
Heath Marina, Wolverhampton.

Councillors say 'get on 
with It' over Junction 10 



Around 8,000 vehicles pass through Junction 10 every hour during peak times 


‘LETS get on with it’ - that’s 
the message from councillors 
after major improvements to 
Junction 10 of the M6 were 
given the green light. 

The mammoth multi-million 
pound project to ease congestion 
and improve safety on the busy 
junction was approved at a Wal¬ 
sall Council meeting last Friday 

It’s hoped changes to the 50-year-old 


junction will improve highway capac¬ 
ity and reduce delays with two new 
widened bridges over the M6, improve¬ 
ments to the junction slip roads and 
modifications to adjacent local roads. 

‘Intelligent’ traffic signals will also 
be installed to improve safety. Council¬ 
lor Mike Bird said: “This is the biggest 
car park in Europe at the moment. 

“It is a very important project to 
Walsall and it is of equal importance 
to people who use the motorway. It is 
a great scheme for all those involved. 


Lets get on with it.” The new bridges 
will replace the current ones and will 
have four lanes, increasing the capac¬ 
ity from 8,000 to 10,500 vehicles an 
hour. The crossroads junction on the 
Black Country Route and the A454 
at the turn off for Tempus Drive and 
Bloxwich Lane will also be widened. 

The two-year £64.5 million scheme 
for the junction, where the motorway 
meets the Black Country Route and 
Wolverhampton Road, was first pro¬ 
posed in 2015.

Bomb hoax 
caused by 
Minecraft 
game rivals 


A HOAX that targeted hundreds of schools 
was part of a feud between rival Minecraft 
gamers, according to reports. 

Last Monday’s hoax saw 24,000 threatening 
emails sent to schools and colleges in the UK. Wal¬ 
sall College was among the institutions affected and 
evacuated thousands of students across all its cam¬ 


puses. 

Police are investigating 
the incident, but say there 
was ‘no viable’ threat to 
schools. The emails, thought 
to have originated in the US, 
were made to look as if they 
had been sent by a gaming 
network called VeltPvP. 

They are believed to have 
been intended to cause the 
domain to be suspended for 
abuse and are thought to 
have been sent by a group 
aiming to discredit VeltPvP, 
a Minecraft player-ver- 
sus-player server, which 
businesses use to sell prod¬ 
ucts to gamers. Those in¬ 
volved in the feud claimed 
opponents had engaged in 
illegal activities in order to 
hinder the other business. 

“It is horrible, it’s not the 
nicest thing,” one of alleged 
hoaxers is reported to have 
said when asked whether 
he regretted the effect the 
letters had had on school

children forced to evacu¬ 
ated. Placing the blame on 
VeltPvP, the hoaxer said the 
network had engaged in a 
campaign of attacks, which 
he alleged were used to try 
and shut down other rival 
Minecraft servers. 

The hoaxer admitted he 
was at risk of being arrested 
for his actions. In a state¬ 
ment, VeltPvP said: “We’ve 
been harassed by a group 
of cybercriminals. We’re 
extremely sorry for anyone 
who had to deal with this, 
but just know it’s fake.” 

Walsall College stayed 
shut for the day after the 
evacuation. Campuses 
on Littleton Street West, 
Green Lane, Broadway and 
Portland Street were af¬ 
fected, with scores of stu¬ 
dents turned away as they 
attempted to enter sites.

opens on 
bike pair 

TWO teenagers died when 
the motorcycle they were 
on crashed into the side of a 
car, an inquest heard. 

The inquest on Alex Lees, 
aged 19, and Tarik Camp¬ 
bell, 18, was opened and 
adjourned at Black Country 
Coroner’s Court, with both 
families in attendance. 

The friends, both from 
Walsall, died on March 
13 after a crash at about 
11.35pm on Broadway West. 
Assistant corner Emma 
Serrano heard that student 
Alex had ridden his black 
Suzuki GSF 600 motorbike 
to pick up Tarik from the 
end of his McDonald’s shift. 

Alex was driving with 
Tarik as the pillion passen¬ 
ger along Broadway West, 
when a red Rover car turned 
right. The driver was ar¬ 
rested and produced a pos¬ 
itive breath test. A review 
hearing is due on June 12. 


West Midlands have been 
told to stump up more cash 
to pay for their matches to be 
policed. 

From next season, West Mid¬ 
lands Police will charge around 10 
per cent more for officers to police 
games involving the likes of Villa, 
Albion, Wolves and Walsall. 

And for games on bank holidays, the 
fees will rise by around 36 per cent for 
a constable on duty. 

It will inject around £80,000 into the 
coffers of the region’s cash-strapped 
force - slightly more than Albion cap¬ 
tain Jonny Evans’ weekly wage. 

The increased charges were dis¬ 
cussed at a meeting of the West 
Midlands Police and Crime strategic 
board. 


A report to the board said that in 
the past WMP had been ‘effectively 
subsidising clubs for the cost of polic¬ 
ing’. 

The move would have raised an 
extra £188,000 but the figure will be 
reduced to around £80,000 as a result 
of Suffolk Police losing a legal case 
against Ipswich Town over paying for 
policing on match days. 

Balance 

The ruling, which cannot be ap¬ 
pealed, will cost WMP an estimated 
£110,000 a year. 

WMP’s Chief Financial Officer Mark 
Kenyon said the force had been charg¬ 
ing ‘significantly less’ than others and 
wanted to redress the balance. 

PCC David Jamieson added: “From 


next season, I am ensuring West Mid¬ 
lands Police increases its charges in 
line with other forces. 

“When changes to charging are 
considered this will bring in about 
£80,000 a year, spread across the re¬ 
gion’s clubs. 

“The increase in these fees amounts 
to no more than some clubs pay their 
top players each week.” 

The current standard fee for a con¬ 
stable on match days is £58.91, rising 
to £75.31 for games on public holidays. 

From next season the charges will 
be £64.84 and £102.51 respectively. 

WMP said a consultation with the 
region’s football clubs was currently 
taking place. 

In a landmark legal case in October, 
the High Court ruled that clubs were 
not responsible for policing the roads 
around their stadiums during match 
days.

Go-ahead for 
police station 
closures move 



CONTROVERSIAL plans to shut eight police stations across the 
Black Country have been rubber stamped - with one set to close 
this summer. 

West Midlands Police and Crime Commissioner (PCC) David Jamieson has 
signed off on the scheme, which was put forward by the region’s Chief Con¬ 
stable and will see 24 buildings go across the West Midlands to save £5m. Mr 
Jamieson said the closures were necessary to save money for the cash-strapped 
force, and insisted that officers would remain a presence in the region’s com- 

munities. 

He also hit back at claims 
that the decision over which 
stations to close had been 
‘politically motivated’. 

He said: “Closing a build¬ 
ing does not equate to clos¬ 
ing down policing.” 

The scheme will now go 
out to a full public consulta¬ 
tion for each individual site. 

First to go will be Prouds 
Lane, Bilston, which will 
close in the summer. 

Sedgley police station 
will shut in summer 2019, 
and stations in Oldbury, 
Aldridge, Tipton and 
Wednesfield will be gone by 
the middle of 2020. 

Smethwick police station 
will close in summer 2021, 
while Wednesbury will shut 
the following year.

ONE hundred years ago on 
April 1, 1918 the Royal Air 
Force was born, combining 
the aerial arms of the Navy 
and the Army. 

Near Wolverhampton there was 
only one RAF airfield - at Perton. 
This was not the later RAF Perton 
where the housing estate now is, 
but nearer to Pattingham on the 
Fern Fields, where Perton Park 
Golf Club is now. 

It had been built in 1916 as a Re¬ 
lief Landing Ground for anti-Zeppelin 
flights. Labourers building the rail¬ 
way line through Tettenhall had been 
taken up the Ridge to do the work, lit¬ 
tle more than grubbing up hedges and 
levelling the ground. 

There was probably little actual 
flying, although the field became the 
de-facto airfield for Wolverhamp¬ 
ton between the wars, until the new 
Municipal Airport at Pendeford was 
opened in 1936. 

After the Second World War started,

the RAF returned to the Wrottesley 
Estate to build a new airfield on the 
other side of Wrottesley Road. 

It was built as a fighter station 
with three runways and a single T2 
hangar, with accommodation build¬ 
ings stretching as far as the Newport 
Road, where the gatehouse was built. 

Policies 

It was officially finished in August 
1941, but the first aircraft did not 
land until November when a Magister 
trainer undertook a forced landing. 

Policies changed and Perton became 
a satellite training field, firstly for the 
Miles Master advanced trainers from 
RAF Tern Hill, and then the Airspeed 
Oxford twin engine trainers from 
Shawbury. 

The accommodation units were re¬ 
dundant, and were taken over by the 
Princess Irene Brigade of the Dutch 


Army, more buildings being erected to 
house up to 1,500 Dutch soldiers. 

Boulton Paul used the airfield a 
little when they were undertaking 
modifications on Douglas Boston light 
bombers, which could not use the 
short grass runways at Pendeford. 

And there were lots of visiting air¬ 
craft, many of them lost, such as a 
B-17 Flying Fortress which was dam¬ 
aged when it hit a civilian lorry on 
the runway during its unscheduled 
landing; much to the annoyance of 
the crew who were going home to the 
States on leave. 

RAF Perton closed soon after the 
war and the Dutch camp was used to 
house displaced persons from Poland, 
Latvia and Lithuania. The runways 
were used by model flyers and motor 
cyclists, until the plan to build the new 
housing estate was born. 

Now Perton Library is hosting an 
exhibition of the airfield’s history, put 
together by the Tettenhall Transport 
Heritage Centre, to celebrate one hun¬ 
dred years of the Royal Air Force.

Wolves' history told 
in London tube map

Kidney unit marks 30 years 


FROM Wagstaffe and Wright 
to Bully and Broadbent - a 
football fan is putting Wolves 
on the map. 

Mike Cochrane has designed a 
special Tube-style map highlight¬ 
ing the illustrious history of the 
club through the ages. 

The 50-year-old, who lives in War¬ 
rington, has been depicting the past 
of some of Britain’s biggest clubs 
through the Tube map of London for 
more than three years and has made 
22 teams in all. He has also designed a 
Tube map for the England rugby team. 

The Wolves map charts the history 
of the club a decade at a time. 

Mr Cochrane, who is originally from 
Cardiff, worked in HR for 30 years be¬ 
fore taking up designing Tube maps as 
his full-time job. The map is currently 
on sale from £24 on his website. There 
is already an Aston Villa version, and 
a West Brom one is on its way. 

Decades 

He said: “You can see the appear¬ 
ances and goals and I put the promo¬ 
tions on too. I put some stuff about 
the ground, when they first played at 
Molineux and any former grounds be¬ 
fore that. 

“The idea is that you start at the top 
left - it’s not a copy of the Tube map 
but I call it reimagined - each line is 
a decade, you start at the top left, it 
moves to the right and through the 
decades.” 

It takes Mr Cochrane six weeks to 
do a club’s map. He begins with exten¬ 
sive research into the history before 
drawing a rough draft and starting to 
properly design the final copy. 

The standard A3 print costs £24 but 
a limited edition, signed and numbered 
version can be bought for £75. Go to 
tubeart.co.uk and search Wolves.

Banners up in education cuts protest

Councillor joins forces 
with schools campaign 


ALMOST 100 schools in the 
Black Country and Staf¬ 
fordshire staged protests 
against cuts to education 
funding this week. 

Banners claiming to reveal 
the ‘real terms cut to school 
budgets’ were put up outside 53 
schools in Walsall. 

While another 44 schools across 
the Black Country and Staffordshire 
also took part. 

The demonstrations, which were 
organised by headteachers, staff and 
councillors, highlighted that Gov¬ 


ernment cuts are placing schools 
under unbearable pressure. 

Among schools taking part in the 
protests on Thursday was Pinfold 
School in Darlaston, where there 
were 60 parents at one point, accord¬ 
ing to organisers. 

Darlaston councillor Doug James, 
headteacher at the school Sally-Ann 
Sinclair and general secretary of the 
National Education Union (NEU) 
for Walsall Russell Bragger were 
also in attendance. The National Ed¬ 
ucation Union (NEU) says that Wal¬ 
sall schools are facing budget cuts of 
£9.5 million between 2015 and 2020. 

Mr Bragger said this is equivalent 


to 215 teacher’s jobs and is an aver¬ 
age cut of £242 per pupil per year. 
He said: “It was really good, there 
was lots of parents there who were 
all very concerned about the cuts. 

“We’re pleased with how it went 
and this is only the start of the cam¬ 
paign. We definitely got our message 
across, at one point there were about 
60 parents but they were coming 
and going. There was 53 across Wal¬ 
sall and in total 200 across the West 
Midlands - there are only about 125 
schools so we’re getting on to half of 
them taking part.” 

Walsall Council were unavailable 
to comment. 


Jobs under 
threat in 
Carpetright 
restructure 

CARPETRIGHT jobs are under 
threat as it draws up sweeping 
restructuring plans which will 
close poorly-performing stores 
and see it tap investors for up to 
£60 million. 

The embattled retailer said it 
was ‘exploring’ a company volun¬ 
tary arrangement to help shore 
up its financial position, a move 
which would allow it to close 
loss-making shops and secure 
deep discounts on rental costs. 

If the CVA goes ahead, Car¬ 
petright would push through 
an equity issue of between 
£40m-£60m to fund plans to re¬ 
boot the business and drive down 
debt. 

The group has 409 UK shops 
including branches in Walsall, 
Oldbury and two in Cannock, 
with another 138 stores in Ire¬ 
land, Belgium and Holland, Car¬ 
petright employs around 3,000 
people. 

The company said it had also 
agreed a £12.5m unsecured loan 
from major shareholder Med- 
itor to help with “short-term 
working capital requirements”. 
Carpetright, chief executive Wilf 
Walsh said it would be ‘business 
as usual’ for the stores during 
Easter and it would remain in 
‘close contact’ with staff over its 
restructuring plans. 

He said: “I am pleased that 
we have secured this additional 
support from one of our major 
shareholders as we continue to 
explore the feasibility of a CVA 
and a conditional equity issue. 

“These further cash resources 
will enable us to make the nec¬ 
essary decisions free from short¬ 
term funding pressure.”

of beautiful eggs framed in a garland of sea¬ 
sonal flowers. 

Enhance the effect by tying a hanging 
egg decoration to the back of each chair 
with a name label attached, and add a cou¬ 
ple of other tiny eggs beside the placemats, 
or in a bowl, for each guest. 


Nutrient-rich 
strawberry 
will be star 
of summer 

TASTY, sweet and packed with nutrients, these juicy 
berries - and their leafy bits - deserve a star role this 
summer. It’s difficult to resist a perfectly ripe straw¬ 
berry, isn’t it? In fact, they’re one of the most popular 
berry fruits in the world - but did you know it’s not 
just the sweet red part that’s good for us? 

Atop each juicy strawberry is a leafy top, called the 
calyx. Each year, tons of strawberry tops are discarded 
and chucked away as waste. But this humble leafy 
crown is actually edible, and may hold the key to un¬ 
locking some exciting health benefits. 

This isn’t just a nutrition issue either, but a question 
of waste - which is a hot topic right now. Three major 
WRAP studies estimated that 85% of avoidable food 
waste arises in households and food manufacture. 

With this in mind, and to help us make the most of 
our produce, here, nutritionist Lily Soutter reveals 
some of the health benefits of 
munching your way through 
whole strawberries. 

1. They’re a rich source 
of antioxidants 

Antioxidant-rich foods are 
important to help protect your 
cells against the effects of free 
radicals - harmful molecules 
produced from pollution, sun¬ 
light, smoke and even pro¬ 
longed exercise. “Strawberries 
are a rich and diverse source 
of antioxidants. However, 
what’s less well known is that 
strawberry calyx contains an¬ 
tioxidants too,” says Soutter. “However it’s important 
to note that as leaves become older, the ORAC value 
decreases, so the leaves of fresh strawberries are likely 
to provide the highest antioxidant value.” 

2. They support the immune system 

Adding a punnet of strawberries to your shopping 
basket will help support your immune system too. “Not 
only is the whole strawberry rich in plant antioxidants, 
but the red fleshy part is also extremely rich in the 
antioxidant vitamin C,” says Soutter. 

3. They may help with hlood sugar regulation 

Next time you’re thinking of pasta for dinner, try 

following up your meal with a bowl of fresh strawber¬ 
ries for pud. Research suggests eating strawberries, 
alongside a carbohydrate-rich meal, may help to reduce 
spikes in blood sugar and insulin levels. “While it’s not 
clear why strawberries may have this blood sugar bal¬ 
ancing effect, some studies have suggested that it may 
be down to their rich content of polyphenols (antiox¬ 
idants), which may influence carbohydrate digestion 
and absorption.” 

4. They may have antimicrobial effects 

As well as being delicious to eat, strawberries could 
also have a beneficial effect 
on the reproduction of bacte¬ 
ria and parasites in the body. 
“One study analysed the tops 
and leaves of 200 strawberry 
plants, and found their large 
and diverse range of polyphe¬ 
nols are defensive against 
harmful microbes, and may 
even have benefit to human 
health,” says Soutter. 

5. They may improve 
heart health 

“Numerous studies have 
found an association between 
strawberry consumption and 
improved cardiovascular health,” explains Soutter. 
“It appears their high content of berry anthocyanins 
may play a role in reducing inflammation and oxidative 
stress, blood pressure, and even improving our choles¬ 
terol profile. 

6. They can help with weight management 

Strawberries are one of the most guilt-free snacks 
going; they can satisfy a sweet craving, yet are surpris¬ 
ingly low in sugar and calories. “With just 6g of sugar 
and 33 calories per lOOg, they can provide the sweet 
fix we desire while keeping our waistlines trim,” says 
Soutter. “And for an even more indulgent option, try 
dipping strawberries into antioxidant-rich dark choco¬ 
late and coconut flakes.” 

Easy ways to include more strawberries - and 
their tops - in your diet: 

1. Add both to smoothies. 

2. Make strawberry leaf tea using the stalks and 
leaves. Leave both to brew for a few minutes. 

3. Create your own salad dressing by soaking the 
berries, including the tops, in balsamic vinegar for at 
least 48 hours. 

5. Infuse your drinking water by dropping sliced 
strawberries and their leaves into your bottle. 

6. Whizz strawberries in a blender to create a com¬ 
pote that can be used as a breakfast topping.

THEY are the West Midlands 
version of Boris Bikes - and 
thousands of the cycles will 
soon be on the streets of the 
Black Country. 

Wolverhampton is one of the 
first three cities to have the rental 
bikes. They will hit the streets of 
the city in September, as well as 
Birmingham and Coventry. 

They will roll out to Dudley, 
Sandwell, Walsall and Solihull in 2019. 
Wolverhampton is also set to be one of 
the main bike hubs, bringing at least 
50 jobs to the area, area managers, van 
drivers and mechanics. 

The landmark initiative aims to 
get more people on bikes. It will be 
similar to London’s so-called’ ‘Boris 
Bikes’, named after Boris Johnson. 
The scheme will bring 5,000 bikes to 
the West Midlands - 2,000 in the first 
roll-out and 3,000 in 2019. 

Access 

Nextbike has been picked by Trans¬ 
port for West Midlands, part of the 
West Midlands Combined Authority 
(WMCA), to run bike-share, the UK’s 
largest docked bike-share scheme out¬ 
side London. 

Annual membership to the scheme 
will cost £30 per year, meaning riders 
can access the bikes for as little as 8p 
per day. Swift card members will be 
able to access the bikes as part of their 
regular subscription. 

The bikes will also be free for the 
first 30 minutes to people who sign up 
to Whim, the new smart travel service 
launching in the Midlands next month. 

Docking stations will be located 
around key sites in the towns and cit¬ 
ies involved, with bikes available 24 
hours a day. The bikes have enhanced 
security features including integrated

front locks and GPS tracking. The 
company is also looking to introduce a 
scheme to give up to 5,000 free mem¬ 
berships a year to help people who are 
suffering from financial deprivation. 

West Midlands Mayor Andy Street, 
Councillor Roger Lawrence, leader 
of Wolverhampton Council and lead 
member for transport for the WMCA, 
were joined by managing director of 
nextbike, Julian Scriven, at the launch 


of the scheme in Birmingham. They 
hope it will encourage more people to 
use public transport rather than drive 
in order to improve air quality and 
personal health. 

Councillor Lawrence said: “I think 
if you look at any city in Europe they I 
have these bike schemes. It comes at 1 
little or no cost to us because it is a I 
commercially-managed operation. F 
There are health benefits to it.”

2016 saw Pelsall Village School celebrate 
100 years at the School Lane site.

Challenges 

The school now has its new outdoor 
classroom surrounded by a sensory garden 
where children can cultivate their own crops 
and the magnificent grounds have recently 
been enhanced further by the addition of over 
400 trees recently donated by the Woodlands 


Trust and planted by the children and their 
parents. Our chickens were treated to a new 
coop and remain very popular members of the 
Pelsall Village family. 

Indeed, staff are to be commended for 
always ensuring that the personalised creative 
curriculum continues to be a strength of the 
school. 

In the last year alone it has been enhanced 
by the new themed Carousel days, educational 
visits to Trentham Gardens, Cadbury’s 
World, Selly Manor, The Think Tank, Chester, 
RAF Cosford as well as theatre trips at 
Wolverhampton Grand , and the traditional 
residential weekend to PGL’s Boreatton Park in 
Shrewsbury. 

The well-established decorated Easter egg 
competition continues to see the school’s 
corridors filled with an amazing array of artistic 


set designs. Most recently the children’s 
artwork won them the chance to take part in 
an amazing Aardman Animations workshop - 
creators of Wallace & Gromit and the current 
cinema hit ‘Early Man’. 

This was closely followed by a challenge 
to our Walsall Mayor - Marco Longhi and his 
wife to complete a KS2 Arithmetic test to help 
raise funds for his chosen charity and although 
Councillor Longhi achieved full marks, he was 
a super sport and allowed the children who 
matched his score to still ‘pie face’ him with 
squirty cream! 

But it’s the ethos of ‘Every Child, Every 
Chance, Every Day’ and continued proud 
support from parents, staff and governors, that 
makes Pelsall Village School such a special 
part of its community. 

The school’s prayer quotes ‘to love one 


another’ and prides itself on helping the 
children become well-rounded citizens through 
regular local and national fundraising activities 
such as Acorns Flospice, Birmingham Dogs 
Flome, Children in Need, Comic Relief, Sports 
Relief, and Save the Children. 

We also take time for Remembrance services 
and the huge choir singing at Walsall Manor 
Hospital and Pelsall Flail, brings much festive 
cheer - indeed, the children proved so popular, 
they now read to the Pelsall Flail residents on a 
twice weekly basis. 

With its own Nurture Groups now well- 
established, it’s obvious that the school never 
forgets that its children are the true stars and 
giving them every opportunity to shine not 
only in their academic work but also across the 
curriculum and in daily life remains paramount 
and always will.

Mockingbird Fostering Programme 


What is it? The Fostering Network’s 
Mockingbird programme is an innovative 
method of delivering foster care using an 
extended family model which provides 
sleepovers, peer support, regular joint planning 
and training, and social activities. The 
programme improves the stability of fostering 
placements and strengthens the relationships 
between carers, children and young people, 
fostering services and birth families. 

How it works: The Mockingbird programme 
creates a ‘constellation’ where one 


experienced foster home offers planned and 
emergency sleepovers, advice, training and 
nearly 24/7 support to six to ten ‘satellite’ 
fostering families. The hub home carer builds 
strong professional relationships with their 
fostering service and with the support of their 
liaison worker is able to work proactively to 
prevent problems escalating or to offer crisis 
support to avoid placement breakdowns. 

We will be establishing our first Mockingbird 
fostering constellation in Spring 2018, initially 
bringing together six to ten families. Newly 


approved foster carers may be offered 
the opportunity to join in with a supportive 
Mockingbird constellation.

W icked, a spectacular

Amy is thrilled to take the lead and says playing

“Well, we found out five or six months before starting 
rehearsals that we had the roles, so that was really a 
lovely amount of time to start singing the songs. Also 
just to build up a stamina, because once you’re up and 
running you’re doing eight shows a week. If you’ve 
already sung them into your voice and into the muscle, it 
makes it a lot easier once you’re up and running.” 

It’s the most challenging role that she’s ever played 
because it stretches her both as a singer and an actress. 

“As an acting role, Elphaba’s journey that she goes 
through from start to finish is huge. You start the show 
hopeful, young, happy about this new university and 
things might be different here. And obviously, 
she goes through lots of hard times from start 
to finish and by the end is hardened by a lot of 
it. She’s much darker by Act Two, so it does 
stretch you. But that’s why I love it - because 
it is such a great challenge.” 

The show also brings with it enormous 
pressure because of the sheer number of 
people who go to see the show. 

“Yes. I think you want to honour the 
wonderful, fantastically talented women 
who have played the role before.

It 
should never be easy 

“When I was training at college in 
musical theatre, Wicked had just come 
out on Broadway and it was this new show 
that everyone was listening to. We were all 
listening to the CD so before seeing it, I was 
already completely in love with it. 


“The score is just epic and so exciting. It was 
wonderful to go and see it when it came to the 
West End and go ‘Ah, that’s why she does 
that in that song and how that happens. 

I don’t think there are many musical 
theatre actresses who wouldn’t 
want to play Elphaba’. 

People connect strongly with 
the show and Ross puts plenty 
of effort into each performance. 

She spends 30 minutes getting 
on her green make-up and 
enjoys being on the road.

Vaccines bounce back 
after band came to blows 


The Vaccines are back with their fourth 
album, Combat Sports, and a gig in 
Birmingham as part of their spring UK tour. 

The five-piece from London promise full-throttle 
rock and roll on Combat Sports, released tomorrow 
(Friday). Heralded by new single I Can’t Quit, Combat 
Sports is described by the band as a return to their 
guitar band roots after a flirtation with pop. 

By the time the band had ended their campaign for 
third album English Graffiti they were in a mess due 
to lifestyle and health issues and, crucially, being in a 
band had stopped being fun. 

Despite English Graffiti getting glowing reviews and 
reaching no2 in the UK chart, the band were at their 
lowest ebb, maybe pondering the question posed by 
the title of their debut in 2011, What Did You Expect 
from the Vaccines? 

“We lost sight of who we were and why we were 
there,” says singer and guitarist Justin Young. 


The 30-year-old originally from Hampshire explains 
that the band has survived upheaval, including the 
departure of drummer Pete Robertson. 

“Being in a band is about compromise and 
collaboration. It’s coming to terms with what we are 
as a collective and falling back in love with that and 
making the best record we can for us as a band, rather 
than as individuals.” 

The core trio, also featuring lead guitarist Freddie 
Cowan and bassist Arni Arnason, are now joined by 
drummer Yoann Intonti and keyboardist Tim Lanham. 

The album’s title was thought of after Young and 
Cowan came to blows on the last day of recording. 
“We’re like brothers and brothers fight,” says Young. 

“I don’t see the title as a negative. On the contrary, 
to me it embodies survival, strength, commitment, 
glory, winning.” 

The Vaccines are in concert at the 02 Academy in 
Birmingham next Saturday, April 7.

“It’s a new art form, I suppose,” 
Jess says. 

“We’re wired up all day, from eight 
in the morning to ten at night and 
they say, ‘Be careful what you say’, 
but if you don’t say anything you 
don’t get any viewing time. 

“We were a great group and 
nobody fell out. It was a real happy 
family.” 

The man tasked with taking the 
veteran stars under his wing is 
legendary producer Frank Marino. 

“He’s the most fabulous man,” Su 
says. “He’s Mr Showbiz. He just 
came straight in there, looking 
marvellous, he had a fantastic jacket 
on, sparkly, and his hair if gorgeous. 
He’s very handsome, I’d have him in 
my house anytime.” 

There was another unexpected 
development for the stars while they 
were in Vegas - the mass shooting 
at Mandalay Bay. 

“It was really horrendous,” Jess 
admits. “Because everyone was so 
devastated, we all kind of decided 
that the show must go on.”

to relax 


BETWEEN shadows on the water from the 
overhanging boughs of mature trees, I can 
see glimpses of my prey, lazily swimming in 
the deepest stretch of the stream. 

The only thing disturbing this tranquil idyll is the 
excited shrieking of one of my companions, who’s just 
landed her first ever fish. 

As she hauls in a glistening trout, I’m filled with 
admiration and a bit envious of her luck, but as I half 
abandon my fishing rod to take a photo of her prize, 
it starts to twitch and then violently shake. I try to 
remember my instructions and pull the line through 
the water before dragging a monster of a fish up to the 
surface triumphantly. 


TRANQUIL 

A couple of hours later my prize is served up to me. 
It’s been seasoned, simply grilled and dressed with a 
garlic sauce and local vegetables. 

Casale Panayiotis, tucked away in a tranquil valley 
in the northern Troodos mountains, is a rare find - a 
boutique hotel that encourages guests to celebrate its 
past and immerse themselves in local culture. 

It’s the brainchild of business mogul John 
Papadouris, who was born and raised in the rural 
mountain village of Kalopanayiotis, before moving on to 
London and the Middle East to make his fortune in the 
engineering industry. 

When he returned to his home country decades later, 
he found a sad state of affairs. The division of Cyprus 
following the Turkish invasion in 1974 and an exodus of 
adults from the remote Troodos area to work in bigger 
towns and cities, had left Kalopanayiotis a shell of a 
village. Most houses were empty and derelict, just a 
tiny population of elderly people remained; the village 
lacked even a cafe. 



So Papadouris decided to restore Kalopanayiotis 
to its former glory - but with a 21st century twist. He 
used his own money and European funding to improve 
infrastructure, build paths and lighting, encourage 
locals to build their own businesses and, most 
ambitiously, create a luxury hotel integrated into the 
heart of the village. 

There are now 43 individual rooms scattered through 
the hillside community and three top-notch restaurants 
- not to mention a world-class spa which reflects the 
ancient spa village’s history. 


For thousands of years, pilgrims and hunters have 
been drawn to the valley for the nearby sulphur springs, 
bathing in its healing waters. Traditionalists can opt for 
bath rituals like the ‘Theouha’, an immune-boosting 
soak in healing water or the ‘Goat Milk and Rose 
Ceremony’ while romantics might prefer a couple’s 
ritual in a private treatment suite, complete with 
sparkling wine and fresh fruit. 

Casale offers experiences for everyone from foodies 
to adventure seekers, and newly revitalised, I’m ready 
to learn the ways of traditional Cypriot life. I throw 


myself into learning how to make classic Cypriot cheese 
halloumi and pay a visit to the nearby Tsiakkas Winery. 

History is entwined with modern life in every aspect 
of Cypriot culture, and that becomes abundantly clear 
after a short stroll around Kalopanayiotis. One of the 14 
villages of the mountainous Marathasa area, it’s home to 
the Saint John Lampadistis monastery, a Unesco World 
Heritage site. 

Casale Panayiotis is the perfect antidote to the stress 
and pollution of modern life. The perfect way to relax

The new Cupra Ateca has been revealed 
as the first car to come from Seat’s 
performance division since it became its 
own separate manufacturer. 

The Cupra badge has traditionally been 
used for Seat’s go-faster models, but it 
was revealed last year that it would split 
off as a separate brand. Its remit is to build 
performance versions of Seat’s cars, though 
without any Seat badging, and to run Seat’s 
motorsport division. 

Impressive 

Its first car is the Cupra Ateca, a high- 
performance mid-sized SUV. Under the 
bonnet sits a 2.0-litre petrol engine making 
296bhp, which is shared with the Seat Leon 
Cupra and various other Volkswagen Group 
vehicles such as the Golf R. 

Performance is impressive for what is a 
large car, with the 0-60mph sprint taking 
5.2 seconds and atop speed registered at 
152mph. 

The engine’s mated to a seven-speed 
DSG automatic gearbox, which Cupra says 
has been engineered to offer quicker and 
smoother changes. 

Power goes to all four wheels, and there 
are six drive modes to choose from - Cupra 
mode is for fast driving, improving engine 
response and volume, and stiffening the 
suspension. 

On the outside, the regular Ateca has been 
given a mild reworking to give a sportier look, 
with a new body kit, black brake callipers, 
quad-exit exhaust and 19-inch diamond-cut 


alloy wheels. The new Cupra logo, which 
is designed to look like a tribal drawing, is 
present in copper at the front, back and on the 
wheels. 

Inside, Alcantara is used on the door panels 
and seat upholstery, the steering wheel is 
covered in leather, and various trim pieces are 


finished in gloss black. Copper Cupra logos 
are again used throughout. 

Matthias Rabe, executive vice-president 
for research and development at Seat, said: 
“Cupra Ateca offers versatility like no other 
brand. 

“It’s about a unique model in its segment, 


with 296bhp, 4Drive and a new seven-speed 
DSG gearbox. 

“It is the best example of balance between 
sportsmanship, fun at the wheel and ease of 
use in everyday life.” 

The Cupra brand has an aggressive growth 
strategy. At the Ateca’s launch in Barcelona, 


it revealed that it was working on hot versions 
of the Cupra hatchback and estate, and was 
taking over the Cupra TCR racing programme. 

Cupra versions of the Ibiza and Arona are 
potentially in the works, as well as three as-yet 
unconfirmed models, which could take the 
range to 10 by the end of 2018.

He is tipping Stone to have a 
long career in the game. 

“ It was about 18 months ago that I first 
became aware of Aidan,” he said. “My best 
friend is the head of PE at Wolgarston. He 
asked me to go in and put on a session for the 
goalkeepers so that is the first time we met. 

“I could tell he had potential straight away. 
I then found out he had gone on to represent 
England schools. And then he got the move 
to Burnley so it’s funny how things work out. 

“He has developed so much as a goalkeeper 
in his time here.”
